Crop Prospects In Mlsalsslppl 

Thus far tbe prsent season has been 
the most unfavorable we have ever known 
for cotton. In consequence of the late 
spring and excessive rains, it is at least 
three weeks behind the average growth 
Many planters have been compelled tore 
plaut their crop; and have barely, secured 
stands. An average yield cannot be ex 
peeted. even if the balances of the season 
be favorable. The late growth will inev 
itably cause a heavy loss by frost. It i- 
not possible for a considerable part of the 
crops just planted to mature in time to 
escape destruction in that way. In re 
gard to the acreage devoted to cotton, bur 
inquiries have induced the belief that the 
diminution as compared with last year, is 
ah ait one fourth. 

The increase of the corn crop is about 
in proportion to the decrease of cotton; 
and we are gratified to report that the 
prospect of the former is quite encour 
aniog as far as our information extends 
Plauters have learned a useful lesson 
from the low price of cotton aud the fail- 
ure of the corn supply the last season. — 
Jackson Clarion. May 30. 

Remaruable Springs. 

A correspondent seuds to the Journal 
of Chemistry the following account of a 
remarkable spring in Texas: "About 
sixty miles north of Galens, near tbe 
town of Liberty, there is a spring, the 
water of which is quite acid, stimulating 
lemonade and those who taste it like it 
so much that they drink it almost im 
moderately. When you feel hot it is 
quite delicious; and under any circuui 
stances, whether you are hot or cold, the 
drinking of it produces prespiration, with 
no unpleasant effects afterward. The 
spring has noapparent outlet or inlet. It 
is probably sixty feet across it, and is 
covered with a white froth or foam, like 
cream of tartar on a wine case. It kills 



bush standing in the southeastern corner 
of tbe chimney, which produces but one 
rose and that blood red, is the only flower 
that has ever been known to blossom 
there. A dark splotch upon tbe remnant 
of the decayed oak floor, on which the 
rays of the sun or moon fall at certain 
hours of the day or night, with au indis 
tioct and mottled radiance, tells perhaps 
the secret of tbe utter loneliuess of the 
deserted spot.

A youn;» man so gitted. so calcu 
lated for an ornament to society, aud 
with the fields of plea.-ure or atubitiou 
before him. wouid hardly have thus iso 
lated himself from the wond to take up 
his perm inent abode iu this then wilder 
ness without sou>e extraordinary iocen 
the No one has ever been able to learn 
anuhing, however of his history; and 
hi* brief career, so peculiar aud melan 
eholv in its character, remains yet to be 
accounted for.

Anofber Important 

The Supreme Court delivered another 
important decision oo Saturday last, in 
the case of W. S. Wisdom against the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company. 

This was a mandamus brought in tbe 
Circuit Court of Madison sgainst said 
company, to compel them to take in pay- 
ment of freight and passage the scrip or 
receipts, executed by the Tax Collector 
of Madison county, in 1854 55 56 57 and 
1858. in which the tax voted by Madison 
of $50,000 per annam fo these years, 
was collected and paid to the railroad. 
A peremptory mandamus was ordered by 
the Circuit Court, aod oo appeal to the 
Supreme Court the judgement was affirm 
ed. In our view of the case this decis 
ion will let afloat 6ome 830.000 of tax 
receipts, as money, at least in transaction* 
with the railroad in this and Gibson 
c.unty, which latter voted f 150.000 ior 
the same purpose, giving at least $50,000 
as the loss or destruction of that much 
of tho scrip, by burning, mutilation aud 
other means by which that amount ha?- 
no doubt been retired, aud which the 
company will not be called upon to re 
deem. 

The opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
Nicholson covered all tbe points at is>ue, 
and was clear, able, forcible and ud.iu

Chicago, J une 5 — A cycloue occurred 
near Mas, in City. Illinois, last Friday 
morning. In Kentucky a lurid cioud r 
smoke lik»* column was ob-erved gather 
iug near the earth's surface on so open 
prairie, six miles from that place, and 
from this column sooo shot out three nar- 
rower and spire like cloud columns which 
continued to ascend rapidly till they 
reached and seemed to attach themselves 
closely to a passing cloud above. This 
frightful appsritioo moved slowly to. 
wards Mason City, but finally changed its 
course, much to the reliel of the people 
of <hat place. 

An odor very much like burning suU 
phur was iuhaled by several persons who 
stood but one hundred yard from the 
cyclone when it passed. Some small 
flashes of electricity were constantly via 
ibie in the storm column passing from 
the south to the cloud above and rapid 
popping, crocking reports were heard, 
reminding one most forcibly of an in- 
fantry regiment in battle firing their aa*- 
ket« m fast as possible. The pathway of 
the cyclone was near three milesin length 
and from twenty to eighty feet in width, 
and in that pathway not a spear of grass, 
not a stalk ot corn or wheat, nor a shrub, 
not a particle of vegetation was left alive 
For some distance the earth was literally 
plowed up to a depth of six inches. The 
column of whirling air mmit have been 
intensely hot as every green thing in its 
pathway was literally dried to a crisp. 

Auother feature of the cyclone was 
tbat while its rotatory motion must have 
been of an inconceivably great velocity, 
its progressive motion was not above the 
rate of six miles an hour The outlines 
of its pathway are so well defined that 
five feet from the outer line of the total 
destruction of vegetable of every kind, 
not a vestige of its effects could be seen. 
Fortunately no bouses stood in the tor 
usdo s line of march.
